municipal officals yesterday. 

In spite of the threat that this 
would mean a complete cessation 
of the ambitious St. Louis low- 
rent housing program, they ex- 
pressed hope that the Senate 
might restore authority to go 
ahead with construction in rea- 
sonable volume. 

It became apparent at once 
that strenuous efforts would be 
made to have the national pro- 


gram restored by the Senate. , ’ 


This would necessitate a settle- 
ment -by a conference committee 


of the two chambers. The ex- 
pectation is that a satisfactory 
settlement can be reached be- 
cause of the fact that one-third of 
‘the House members were absent 
or failed to vote when the hous- 
ing provision was cut dowh to 
negligible volume by the House 
Friday. With a larger attendance 
the result in the House might be 
different.

45 FEET TO SAFETY

NEW YORK, May 5 (AP)—A 
six-year-old boy was dropped 
from a third-floor window to safe- 
ty and four other persons jumped 
for their lives today as flames 
swept a Brooklyn apartment 
house.

FOUND RABID IN 
TESTS IN MONTH

Total 
Reported in Six Years 
—QOne Known to Be 
Affected in May. 


More. rabid dogs. have: been 
found in the city during the last 
month than in the preceding six 
years, the Humane Society of Mis- 
souri announced yesterday in urg- 
ing all owners to keep their dogs 
confined to their premises for the 
duration of the current outbreak. 

‘Fifty-seven dogs were proved 
rabid by laboratory tests in the 
month. In the years 1945 through 
1950 the number totaled 51. 


Only one dog has been positively 
determined to have been rabid 
since the first of this month, a 
society spokesman said, This one 
bit 5-year-old Patricia Ann Glines, 
3820 Olive street, last week. The 
animal was destroyed. 

Dr. J. .Earl Smith, health com- 
missioner, said he planned to call 
a meeting of veterinarians within 
the next 10 days to map out a 
rabies control program that would 
probably include an ordinance re- 
quirement for immunization of all 
dogs. 

The newer vaccines have 
proved almost 100-per cent suc- 
cessful when administered “an- 
nually, he said. There are an es- 
timated 200,000 4o 250,000 dogs in 
the city, Dr. Smith said. 

Situation in County. 

In St. Louis county, where a 
dog bit five children Friday be- 
fore it was shot to death by a 
bystander, the rabies control of. 
fice reported 77: dogs thus far this 
year have been found to be rabid 
through laboratory tests. The dogs 
are in addition to three cats and 
an equal number of horses. 

About 50, people who have been 
bitten by dogs are presently re-

Deny Dodging Police. 

Sheriff Jamés Sullivan said the 
couple denied dodging police and 
said “We were exhausted from 
the constant annoyance and went 
to spend the night out.” Mrs. 
Rosenfeld came ‘out of a confer- 
ence with the sheriff weeping. 

They refused to make any state- 
ments to reporters about her ab- 
duction early Monday and the 
demands made on her husband 
to pay the ransom. Police officials 
were seeking “first hand” details 
of her four-day disappearance. 


said the Rosenfelds would be 
called before the grand jury 
Tuesday along with other prin- 
cipal witnesses in the case, inglud- 
ing Mrs. Buddy Kauffman, sister 
of Rosenfeld. 

Reported ‘Go-Between.’ 

Mrs. Kauffman was reported 
as the “go-between” in passing 
the ransom through a fence to a 
woman confederate of the abduc- 
tors Thursday night. Mrs. Kauff- 
man also was the one told to go 
from there to another spot on 
Miami Beach to rescue the un- 
conscious and partly-clothed Mrs. 
Rosenfeld 

Mrs. Kauffman was holding 
$23,000 of Mrs. Rosenfeld’s money, 
according to testimony in a court 
hearing on a separate mainte- 
nance suit filed by the kidnaped 
victim last January. The Rosen- 
felds had become reconciled since 
the suit was filed. 

Rosenfeld testified at the hear- 
ing that he had lost $100,000 in 
the numbers racket in Providence, 
R. I., and was badly in debt. Also, 
he testified that the “other wom- 
an” mentioned in the suit was 
holding a $35,000 mortgage on 
stock he owns in a Miami Beach 
drug store. 

Arthur Tubman, an associate 
in the drug store who first put 
officers on to the kidnaping, also 
was subpenaed to appear before 
the grand jury.

An Allied patrol entered the 
town of Inje, four miles north of 
the’ thirty-eighth parallel Satur- 
day and found no Reds there. 
Inje is. 75 miles northeast of 
Seoul. 


The Reds showed: some fight at 
both ends of the 75-mile sector— 
northwest of Seoul and southeast 
of Inje—but stayed away from 
Allied patrols at other points. 

The probing columns of Allied 
tanks and infantrymen were test- 
ing the defenses of a foe who 
lost the first round of his spring 
offensive and was slow in get- 
ting the second round started. 

Reds Busy Behind Lines. 
-The Reds were busy behind 
their lines. United’ States Fifth 
Air Force planes last night 
spotted 2500 enemy vehicles mov- 
ing toward the front. Many 
were streaming down from the 
northwest. 

Pilots said.they attacked 700 
vehicles and knocked out at least

Allied ground patrols made no 
contact in a sweep north of the 
Seoul-Chunchon road on,the way 
to Kapyong. Kapyong is "32 miles 
northeast of Seoul. Nor was there 
any red contact made by their 
patrols which approached Chun- 
chon 45 miles northeast of Seoul. 


Southeast of Inje, between 500 
and 800 Reds opened an attack at 
10.p.m.

Sunday’s® mid-morning com- 
munique of Eighth Army said this 
attack still was in progress an 
hour and a half later but had not 
achieved any penetration of U.N. 
positions. Sunday’s communique 
of general headquarters in Tokyo 
said the attack was “contained.” 

Northeast of Seoul, Allied forces 
rammed into the same 7000 
Chinese Reds who had offered 
stiff resistance Friday. 


Refuse to Retreat. 


The two Red regiments, com- 
prising an enemy division, put up 


fused to give ground. 

Eighth Army estimated that 
1255 Reds were killed or wounded 
in ground action in Korea aStur- 
day and 57 were captured. 

Improved weather permitted Al- 
lied planes to hammer the Reds 
heavily Saturday. Fifth Air Force 
alone flew nearly 500 sorties. 

Carrier-based planes cut the 
Reds’ vital east-west ‘rail line 
above the thirty-ninth parallel in 
two places. 

Correspondent Eunson said it 
was generally believed the next 
move by the Reds—who still have 
more than 500,000 men along the 
front—will avply pressure .on 
Seoul from the north while a 
spearhead tries to cross the Han 
river about eight miles east of 
the city. The aim would be to pin 
the Allies on the Inchon penin- 
sula to the ‘west, and split the 
defense line running to central 
Korea.

SEATTLE, Wash., May 5 (UP) 
~—A shivload of combat veterans 
from Korea returned today to the 
cheers of thousands and a tumul- 
tuous welcome with a long- 
awaited climax — a 30-day fur- 
lough home. 

The 1502 beribboned soldiers, 
eight of them St. Louisans, were 
the first to be returned under the 
Army's new rotation program. 

The U.S. Nayy transport Gen. 
Leroy, Eltinge sailed down Puget 
sound through huridreds’ of smail 


craft — tugboats, fishing. skiffs, 
sailboats and yachts.— all blow- 
ing whistles and sirens. 
Harbor patrol: boats sent 
streams .of water 100 feet in the. 
air and the blue, sunny sky’ was 


filled with a gigantic fireworks. 


display from. shore. Jet planes 
and B-29s roared low over the 
ship and a 19-gun salute boomed 
out as the vessel was docked. 


G.ls Whistie at Starlets. 

Before debarking, the soldiers 
strained over the rails whistling 
at a bevy of Hollywood starlets 
on the reception stand as bands 
played and dignitaries gave 
speeches. 

Army Secretary Frank Pace Jr. 
told them that “the Eighth Army 
always will remainia legend in 
American history.” He promised 
that more Army troops will be 
“rotated” back home despite new 
enemy offensives in Korea. 

Then the hardened battle vet- 
erans came down the gangplanks 
to wives, sweethearts. and fam- 
ilies. Some soldiers wept openly. 
They will be on their way to 
homes throughout the. United 
States, Puerto Rico and Canada 
by Sunday nicht. 

Seated in 100 Army trucks, the 
G.ls were paraded through the 
city before a cheering throng of- 
ficially estimated at ‘more than 
250,000. Confetti showered down 
from flag-draped office buildings 
and citizens jammed from curbs 
to store-fronts tossed millions of 
fresh daffodils, mg and other 
flowers. 

‘Throng Mills Atouné Trucks. 

Pol lines broke and the 
throng milled around the slow- 
moving trucks. The soldiers were 
seated until after they passed the 
reviewing stand.. But then they 
rose to their feet and out- 
performed their welcomers. They 
pulled girls and children from the 
street for kisses and hugs. They 
sang and shouted and tossed flow- 
ers back to the crowds. One big 
sergeant shouted “Here I am, you 
lucky women.’ 

Some of them had not seen the 
United States for three years. 
They were members of such 
history-making outfits as the First 
Cavalry, Second, Third and Sev- 
enth Infantry divisions and the

Organized labor returned this week to 
the mobilization and bilization agencies 
which it boycotted two ths ago when it 
charged the program was dominated by “big 
business.” But in announcing the return of 
labor representatives, the United Labor Pol- 
icy Committee emphasized that it was still 
not satisfied and thought “the cards still 
stacked against the consuming public.” , 

. fhe Jan, 25 freeze on wage increases at 
10 per cent above the levels of January 1950 
already has been punctured by the 6-cents- 
an-hour increase allowed last week to non- 
operating employes of the railroads, under 
an escalator clause tied to the cost of living. 

Several million organized workers have 
escalator clauses in their contracts, and some 
provide also for an annual “improvement 
factor” increase, based on assumed increases 
in productivity.

BUSINESS 
Business groups have _ reacted strongly

Each of the pressure groups to which 
Wilson referred has a plausible argument for 
its point of view. Business generally argues 
against direct controls, urging instead such 
indirect measures as higher taxes, economy 
in non-defense spending and imposition of 
stringent eredit regulations. It points with 
pride to its large profits as necessary to 
finance the large expansion in industrial 
capacity needed to meet production goals. . 

Labor argues that escalator clauses would 
become inoperative if the cost of living is 
stabilized, and agriculture defends its esca- 
lator clause—parity—on the ground that it 
measures only equal treatment for the farmer 
and cannot be tampered with if the nation 
is to get the foods and fibers necessary in 
the expanded defense economy. 

The fact appears to be that each group 
seems to be saying that stabilization is fine— 
just so long as the other two are stabilized. 


THE RESULT 

That is the sort of vicious circle which has 
led us to where we are, with wholesale prices 
16.5 per cent above the pre-Korea level, and 
the Consumers Price Index—roughly the cost 
of living—8.4 per cent higher since Korea. 
That 16.5 per cent rise in wholesale prices is 
in the pipeline and has to come out some- 
where, most of it, on the basis of experience, 
on the retail level where it will show up in 
a higher figure for the Consumers Price 
Index, despite the price ‘ceiling regulations 
which have been pouring out of DiSalle’s 
office. 

Aside from the organized pressure groups, 
which by and large seem likely to be able 
to go on grinding “their own special axes, 
there are hundreds of thousands of the silent 
sufferers from inflation—those on relatively 
fixed incomes—the unorganized workers, the 
marginal: farmers, the small business men 
and marginal producers, school ‘téachers,.

These, more than any other group, will be 
the real sufferers from further inflation— 
the “cancerous growth” as Wilson and others 
put it, which must be cut out, if it is not 
‘to prove fatal. 


THE PROSPECT 

In its simplest terms what is happening fs 
that for the next two or three years, at least, 
we plan to take out of civilian production 
some. 50 billion dollars a year, and with that 
50 billion make guns, airplanes, tanks and 
the other instruments of defense. 

In doing that, we will be adding to the pur- 
chasing power of the people. Civilians will

Truman asked for reduced borrowing and 
buying on credit for non-defense purposes, 
both by consumers and business men. Fed- 
eral Reserve Board regulations have had 
some effect in this direction already. It was 
reported this week that installment buying 
declined in March for the third consecutive 
month, trimming outstanding installment 
loans from an all-time high of nearly 134% 
billion at the beginning of the year to a 
little less than 13 billion. New housing 
starts have fallen off sharpty;~due largely 
to the stricter requirements on mortgage 
loans. 

In connection with credit restrictions, 
Truman asked that the new Defense Pro- 
duction Act authorize imposition of con- 
trols on credit for purchasing old houses 
as well as newly constructed homes, to 
which the present restrictions apply. This 
has run inte sharp opposition from a well 
entrenched real estate lobby which has 
many friends in Congress. 

The President asked once more for au- 
thority to control speculation on commodity 
future markets, as speculation on the stock 
markets is now controlled by specifying mar- 
gin requirements. Each time he has asked 
for such authority over the commodity mar- 
kets, Congress has turned a deaf ear. 

Truman’s proposal to compute farm par- 
ity, for price control purposes, at the parity 
price prevailing for each commodity at the 
start of its marketing season, instead of 
monthly as now, has implications not fully 
understood. He does not propose, indeed 


controlled at any level below parity. But 
normally, parity for a farm product results 
in a higher price at the start of its marketing 
season than the formula produces later as 
the crop begins to come to the market in 
larger quantities.

It is dedicated to the late Senator 
Arthur H. Vandenberg of Michigan, “whese 
words and works for peace,” the author says, 
“will always be an inspiration to those who 
love peace.” 

As head of the multi-million dollar Ford 
Foundation, Hoffman writes unhampered by 
governmental restrictions but with the back- 
ground ‘of nearly three years as Adminis- 
trator of the European Recovery Administra- 
tion. Before entering the Government, he 
was the energetic chairman of the forward-' 
looking Committee on Economic Develop- 
ment as well as president of the Studebaker. 
company. 

The central thesis of the bcok is: 

-“The Kremlin wants to divide, conquer 
and enslave. Hence it inevitably uses 
totalitarian techniques of coercion, violence 
and terror. We want to unite people, co- 
operate with them, help them to gain and 
keep freedom. Hence we inevitably will 
continue to use our own democratic tools 
ef free choice, open debate and voluntary 
decision. 

“In the days ahead every one of us must 
wage the peace. We must work for it and 
at it. Lest we lose what we are and all 
we seek te become, each one of us must 
stand and be counted ‘among the legions 
of the free.” 

The Truman Administration, under the 
bipartisan foreign policy, is trying in a 
piecemeal, sporadic and inadequate way most 
of the things Hoffman proposes on a com- 
prehensive, sustained and co-ordinatéd basis. 
Sinte there is agreement by Congress on 
the need for building wp our own and our 
allies’ defense forces, Hoffman’s recommen- 
dations are primarily designed to convince 
Congress and the voters that we should con- 
tinue our economic aid abroad as a supple- 
ment to the rearmament program, that we 
should double our expenditures on “political 
activities” in countries where it will do the 
most good, and, above all, to spend about 
$300,000,000 a year on “information and 
propaganda” throughout the world. 

To get greater efficiency, Hoffman would 
create an “Overseas Econemic Adminis- 
tration” te handle, all economic aid and 
technical assistance pregrams abroad and 
a single independent “Overseas Informa- 
tion Agency” to tell the world about the 
accomplishments and benefits of free goy- 
ernments and free individuals. Both groups 
would ‘be headed by administrators with 
Cabinet status. 

As to the information service, Hoffman 
writes: 

“This is no ‘left-handed’ job for any agency 
or department of government with other pur- 
suits as its first concern. Nor is it a-job to 
be directed by. an assistant secretary of any- 
thing.” - 

The author makes it clear that the State 
Department should settle broad policies and 
select the countries that best fit into the 
design for collective security. After that, the 
State Department should keep its hands off 
the actual operations of the two yereneee 
agencies, 

Hoffman asserts that “the next ten years 
will be a time of epic decision; for ourselves 
and for all free men.” Our purpose, he 
says, must be not only to redeem the promise 
of freedom for our children and our chil- 
dren’s children but also for those peoples 
held in bondage by the Soviet Union. 

“We now have the opportunity,” he con- 
cludes, “‘to. convert this mid-point of the

Eradicating the Conditions 
On Which Communism Thrives. 


“It calls,” he says, “for wresting the initia- 
tive from the U.S.S.R. not only by anticipat- 
ing its moves, and thus thwarting them, but 
even more importantly by eradicating the 
social and political and economic conditions 
on which Communism. thrives. In this respect 
the Marshall Plan-has been and remains pilot 
plant and proving grounds for an American 
foreign policy that, is firm, constructive. and. 
far-reaching. 

“Necessarily, in today’s world, the kind of 
program I suggest must be buttressed by 
creation of an armed: defense force formi- 
dable enough to keep’ the Red army from 
marching at the same time that we are keep- 
ing the Soviet Union off balance by vigorous 
offensives along the.economic, political and 
psychological fronts. 

“I believe that this program offers a rea- 
sonable prospect for avoiding World War III, 
preserving the liberties of those peoples who 
are still governed by consent and laying the 
groundwork for peace with freedom.” 


Throughout the book, Hoffman stresses 
freedom, yet in his practical details he also 
offers a program for answering the age- 
old question of hundreds of millions 
throughout the world—“When do we eat?” 
He would make men mentally free by help 
making them physically strozig. 

He boldly calculates that the annual cost of 
his program, aside from the current military 
expenditures, could be held to $2,950,000,000, 
or around 1 per-cent.of our present gross 
national product. He compares this with our 
present military expenditures of, more than 
50 billion dollars a year; thé World War I 
cost of 22 billion dollars, and the World 
War II cost of 350 billion dollars. He notes 
that Gordon Gray, former Secretary of the 
Army, has estimated that the ultimate cost 
of World War IL, before the last pension is 
paid, will be one trillion, 300 billion dollars.

Hoffman believes that similar political 


changes could be made in Asia if economie 
aid were concentrated on improving farm- 
ing methods, such as.changing from wood- 
en to steel plows, introducing better seeds 
and more fertilizer, and, equally important, 
changing the land tenure system so that 
actual workers get at least half the food 
they produced. He points out that the 
three Chinese. provinces which received 

ECA were the ones in which the Commu- 

nist invaders found some of the most stub- 

born grass roots resistance to their drive. 

In the information field, Hoffman has no 
fear of the word “propaganda” or of under: 
cover work. Of the $300,000,000 he would 
spend on information activities, he would 
allot 15 per cent of it on a “confidential” 
basis, free from the need of public disclo- 
sure. 

For conventional informational and propa- 
ganda work, the new agency would use the 
established agencies like the Voice of Amer- 
ica, motion pictures, exhibits, hJdraries of 
American books and magazines and the bal- 
loons which the ECA sent up in Europe. The 
clandestine work could be done by some 
of our “cloak and dagger” agents through- 
out the world and by non-governmental 
propaganda agencies. .All would spread the 
gospel of the Four Freedoms. - 

The non-governmental agencies, promoted 
and, if necessary, financed by the Govern- 
ment, could undertake two functions: (1) “to 
supply, organize, train and direct a nucleus 

oral missionaries who will carry the doc- 
‘trine of the free world into every village, 
neighborhood, shop, | farm community, union 
‘hall or other group,” and (2) “to undertake a 
sustained propaganda offensive to destroy 
the credibility of the Communist doctrine, 
to show time and again that its promises are 
not fulfilled.” 

The immediate effect of the over-all ' pro- 
gram, Hoffman says, would be felt. in the 
satellite countries and those into which the 
Communists are still trying to penetrate. 

“The peoples of Eastern Europe,” he 
writes, “are beginning to see how much 
greener the grass is in Western Europe, 
thanks in large part to the Marshall Plan, 
which Moscow prevented them from joining. 
They know that their neighbors are both 
more prosperous and free. Many of them 
have heard, too, that the Communists lost 
virtually every election held in Western 
Europe after the Marshall Plan began opera- 
tions. 


People of Asia Learning 
_ Kremlin’s Real Objectives. 


“The peoples of Asia, especially the free 
peoples, are increasingly aware that the 
Kremlin’s real aim is neither to help the 
under-privileged nor to liberate colonial peo- 
ples, but rather to enslave them and every- 
one else under Soviet Imperialism. The 
naked aggression of the North Koreans and 
the unprovoked invasion of the Red Chinese 
army, both acting under orders from Mos- 
cow, have made Kremlin intentions doubly 
clear. 

“The free peoples must take their mes- 
sage of freedom and hope over, under, 
through and around the Iron Curtain in 
Europe and the Bamboo Curtain in Asia.” 
Hoffman believes that the ECA tested 
techniques of collaboration among the sov- 
ereign nations can be used successfully 
throughout the world.

Warnings That Should be Heeded

‘The Administration 
in Washington was too slow: for him, and on 
. Aug. 30, 1861, Fremont issued a proclamation 
confiscating the property of Missouri rebels and 
emancipating their slaves. Fremont refused 
to withdraw the proclamation which Lincoln 
deemed premature. The President himself was 
forced to modify the order. And Fremont was 
removed from his command on Nov, 2, 1861, as 
he was pursuing Gen. Price’s Confederates. 
Mr. Lincoin’s action was bitterly resented by 
anti-slavery elements, and Fremont remained 
popular among the radical Republicans who 
hated Lincoln. This led to his second presi- 
dential nomination in 1864, but he was forced 
to. withdraw, from that campaign by a politic 
bargain made by his supporters. :

Should that occur within the 
next few weeks, Administration 
officials will seize on it as proof 
of the rightness of their strategy 
of keeping the-war limited to the 
Korean peninsula.

At the same time 
his observations on admittedly 
“great books’—when not re- 
stricted to hasty memoranda— 
are extraordinarily illuminat- 
ing. I do not mean that they 
are definitive or final but 
simply that they shed a bright 
light and make the object ex- 
amined seem very clear in 
some one part though all parts 
may not be revealed. 

For instance: “His (Dr. John- 
son’s) wisdom is wonderfully 
representative of his time but 
never rises above it. He has 
very racy sallies and retorts, 
but one listens to him. without 
real profit, constantly aware of 
the limitations of his genius....

EING a man of letters him- 
B self Gide was a little uneasy 

in encounters with men of 
action; an emotion he betrayed 
in his brief interview with Gen. 
de Gaulle. Knowing that books 
were no substitute for direct 
experience, but merely a com- 
mentary thereon or a guide 
thereto, he had a certain humil- 
ity in his approach to the hum- 
blest of men or the simplest 
phenomenon of nature. So what- 
ever may be said of his wis- 
dom he certainly had the_atti- 
tude of the truly wise.

HESE two new book-length 
essays on art and related 
subjects are contrasts in 
tightness of logic and coherence 
of organization. Mr. Guggenhei- 
mer, painter who teaches at 
Briarcliff Junior College, ad- 
vances step by systematic step, 
like a philosophical psycholo- 
gist, as he analyzes vision in 
the artist and in his audience. 
With almost Euclidian co- 
gency, he imparts fresh convic-

He writes in short sentences, 


abiding by recent findings of 


research on ease of comprehen- 
sion. Choppy at times, his style 
nevertheless achieves stress 
where he needs it: 

ound vision requires more 
than the eye. It takes the whole 
man, What we see is no more 
and no less than what we are.” 

At the opposite pole are the 
ramblings of Wallace Fowlie, 
poet and novelist, whose notion 
of alism is, to use under- 
statement, elastic. His book, 
published by a little-known 
New York firm, is attractively 
designed but is—in two senses 
—provocative. As he dogmatizes 
extravagantly about French, 
English and American poets and 
painters, one is given fleeting 
new insights into their inter- 
relations, but his application of 
“surrealist” to. anything. he 
likes, no matter how divergent 
the mood, leads to an annoying 
state of anarchy among estab- 
lished terms of criticism. 

It may be all very well to 
find surrealist atmosphere in 
the mysticism of Déante, the 
Gothic terror of Poe and the 
high romance of Keats, but one 
wishes Harvard's late and great 
Shakespearean, George Lyman 
Kittredge, were still around to 
straighten out a man who can 
write: 

“I am confident that one day 
an important and much-needed 
work will be written on Hamlet 
as surrealist hero.”

N: a first novel by a 
young woman named 
Aubrey Carney, who studied 
with Hudson Strode at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama.

Room for Improvement 
In the Hotel Rooms. 


HERE is some room for rea- 

sonable complaint about the 

hotels, but perhaps the con- 
ditions make it difficult for the 4 
management. Some of the old- 
timers, who had the same room, 
year after year, say nothing 
has been done about or to the 
rooms in all that time. The 
same carpet, a little thinner 
each year, is on the floor. The 
plumbing seldom wor and 
. the furniture, when it wears out 
or breaks, remains in place just 
the same; until it has to be re- 
moved in pieces. 

And the hotels’ do tilt the 
room prices. The usual custom 
is to force the Derby fan to 
pay for three days lodging. 
This rather green Derby fan 
had a good $2 room, or what 
used to -be that, at a modest 
joint, and the charge is $30 for 
the three nights, The room this 
year brings the hotel only $60 
for the three days, as there are 
only two of us. Last year they - 
put a cot in the room for a 
photographer and we all snored 
together, the room grossing the 
hotel $90 for thé-three days.

But there is no official count, 
no official announcement. It.

Fishing in Stream 
As Clear as Crystal

HERE are some followers of Izaak Walton whose devotion — 


to the art of angling runs to extremes. Thus, you will 

find them abroad in every kind of weather and at every 
season, pursying their finny quarry with an altogether. un; 

paralleled enthusiasm, 

Neither rain nor’ snow nor 

™ the icy winds of March will 

74. keep them from an appoint- 

‘% ment with the first rainbow 

trout or crappie of the season. 

They will fish, as one old 

mountain man put it, when 

the weather is so cold that 

the whisky freezes on the 

gun barrels. There was,: in- 

deed, a time when we might 

have been counted among 

these devotees, but that day 

has passed. Now the fishing 

season. starts when the Vir- 

ginia bluebells bloom, and 

the sun has. warmed the 

water until a man can wade 

the little streams without 

paying a price in rheuma- 

tism. The best of all places~ 

to open the season’ is along 

the banks of these small 

creeks, racing along as clear as crystal. The proper tool with 

which to open it is a “ly rod light enough so that even the 

small pan fish, which are the quarry, will put up a respectable 
battle. 

Thus it was on a vecenl sunny afternoon. I finished up 
the chores along about 2 o’clock and got out the rod from 
its resting place behind the front door. The creel came down 
from .its nail on the back porch. A fresh leader of light 
weight was tied to the line and I made certain there were 
shiny spinners and an ample supply of flies in the box. Knee- 
length rubber boots are high enough for Seline creek and 
make unnecessary a heavy pair of waders. And when every- 
‘thing was ready, Ginnie Grove me down and dropped me at 
the ford. 


* * * 
* THERE'S AN OLD SYCAMORE just above the crossing 
with a little pool beneath it where, on our few warm days, I'd 
seen a good sunfish or two. So I bent on a small black fly, a 
pattern tied by Steen Brothers of Doniphan which I’ve found | 
effective for both bass and sunfish and which, with its white 
feather streamer, needs no sliver of pork rind to run behind 
it. Drooping limbs of the sycamore made the cast a tricky 
dne, .bot-I finally ‘to drop the lure well back among . 
the roots and Wat itely rewarded with a :good strike. 
Working the fish Gut into open water, it was obvious that this 
was no “sunnie,” and soon a smallmouth bass of about 12 
inches came sliding out onto the gravel bar. But the bass 
season on open waters: hasn’t opened yet, so I carefully re- 
moved the hook and watched the game little warrior give a flip 
of his fins to orient himself, then dart for the safety of the 
sycamore roots.

With this good omen, I worked downstream, drop- 
ping the fly into every likely swirl and pocket. Blue- 
bells bloomed along the bank and wild phlox and 
many another flower. Coming to the woods along the 
steep bluff, I stopped for a smoke while a fox squirrel 
scolded from high up in a white oak tree. ‘Phe call of 
a pileated woodpecker rang across. the valley and 
from the “shut-ins” downstream a barred owl boomed 
out his deep cry. Warblers fed in the tops of tall 
elms, impossible to identify unless one knew their 
songs.

@ AROUND EACH BEND of the stream the creel grew 
heavier, for the green sunfish were hungry. Small ones 
were released and those of eating size were cleaned as I 
caught them and then deposited on a bed of leaves in the 
creel. Toward ,the back of the farm I left the creek to try 
my luck on the pond.where some of the neighborhood lads 
have lately been taking good strings of bluegill. Here my 
efforts netted one good largemouth bass and I put up my 
rod for the afternoon. The first big bullfrog left the pond 


bank—“ker-plunk."” Soon he will be joined, we know, hy 
dozens more as they come in to lay their great clusters of 
‘€ggs. 3

We're having muskrat trouble in the dam at the 
' Big Pond and don’t know how to solve it. During the 
early winter we live-trapped perhaps a dozen of the 
little furbearers, carrying them off to distant creeks 
to be released. But the problem hasn’t been solved 
and we’re going to have to keep trapping, for the rats 
burrow deep into the dam and we are afraid that one 
day they may destroy it. |

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 5. 
HE Louisville City Hall is a 


dark and brooding building | 


whose style of. architecture is 
found only in southern court- 
houses and railroad stations. The 
big room where-the Board of Al- 
dermen meets looks as if it might 
have been old when the Civil 
War, was fought... The aldermen’s 
desks, of solid walnut with worlds 
of filigree and fretwork, doubtless 
will be eagerly snatched up by the 
antique hounds when Louisville 
builds a new courthouse. 

But each Monday morning there 
takes place in this room an affair 
which must make the ghosts of 
the city fathers whirl. It’s a sort

The entire project took -less 
than twenty months.

Had he been frightened work- 
ing under the earth in constant 
danger of live burial? a detective 
asked. 

Tunnel Joe's answer conveyed 
more of the spirit that had cap- 
tured the public fancy than any- 
thi he revealed aBout tunnel 
building.

“We would have done our best 
to get her on the program,” Dan- 
ny—nobody ever calls him Mr.

In his long association with 
the “We, the People”. show, first 
on radio and now on television 
(KSD-TV 7:30 p.m. Fridays), Dan- 
ny has not as yet attempted to 
hold a conversation with a horse.

And Ways to:

RIMARILY, this is addressed 
to non-fanatics who are will- 
ing to concede that, when the 
cards aren’t running, pinochle can 
be a very monotonos game in- 


One of the reasons for 


this, of course, is that so few 
hands are a¢tually played. Most 
of the time the bidder has been 
counting so heavily on what the 
kitty cards will provide that, if 
their generosity fails, he simply 
tosses in the hand and pays. A 
good percentage of the remaining 
hand§ are tossed in by the 'bid- 
der’s opponents, because the kitty 
has outdone itself and made the 
nand a showdown. The result is 
the same kind of boredom for the 
player whose cards do not war- 
rant a bid, as is suffered by the 
Poker player whose hands do not 
Warrant a bet. 

Anything, therefore, which can 
increase the number of hands 
actually played is a boon to most 
pinochle games. Here are some 
of the popular variations, useful 
in adding -interest to the game. 

In many games the player who 
is dealt 100 aces is paid an extra 
bonus equivalent to the amount 
usually paid for a 350 bid, pro- 
vided he is successful in making 
his bid. On the face of it, this 
may seem to put even greater 
emphasis on the luck of the cards, 
but actually it doesn’t work that 
way. in the first place, the play> 
er who has been dealt 100 aces 
will stretch a bit to participate 
in the auction. In the second 
place, if he becomes the success- 
ful bidder he will take a chance 
on playing far more doubtful 
hands. The extra chips he will 
lose if he is defeated are usually 
more than compensated for, by 
the chance of collecting the bonus 
for aces “in the mitt.” Of course, 
the player who has aces “in the 
mitt” is not charged anything 
extra if he fails to make his bid.

IN SOME GAMES the value of 
Double Pinochle has been arbi- 
trarily fixed at 300 points instead 
of the 80 it usually counts. The 
writer does not suggest anything 
as lurid as: this, (also “in the 
mitt”) receives an extra bonus 
equivalent. to payment for a 400 
hand under the same conditions 
as apply to aces “in the mitt.” 

It doesn’t happen very often, 
but when it does, it is an extra 
thrill. 

The player who comes up with 
a big hand usually has the ad- 
vantage of finding his opponents 
unable to compete in the bidding. 
| He is thus able to evaluate his 
hand fairly conservatively and 
bid accordingly. In most games 
there is no inducement for 
him to bid anything between 
350 and 400, or 400 and 450, 
and his opponents are seldom 
strong enough to force him high- 
er than the low level at which an 
increase in bonus usually occurs. 

Two variations of the game may 
be used to overcome this barrier 
to a more exciting game. One is 
by playing High Hand. Under 
this variation the player who has 


succeeded in making the highest | 


bid within a previously deter- 
mined period (which may be 
measured either in time or num- 
ber of rounds) receives from all 
other players in the game a bonus 
usually equivalent to that paid for 
a 400 or 450 hand. If two or 
more players are tied for High 
Hand, the player who has bid and: 
made the highest contract re- 
ceives tht bonts. Thus, if 350 is 
high, the next player who has a 
good hand must bid at least 360 
in order to compete for the High 
Hand bonus.

BETWEEN THE DESIRE to 
annex the High Hand, and the 
natural wish of the player whose 
bid is high thus far to protect 
his interest in the bonus, good 
hands are often stretched very 
thin — sometimes to, the baiting 
point. One word of warning is 
essential here. Don’t set the 
bonus too high. If you do, it will 
distort the bidding and also make 
it too profitable for the player 
who is high to outbid any big 
hand toward the close of the pe- 
riod. 

It is easy to see that under this 
system many hands are bid to 
their limit and many doubtful 
ones played because of the effect 
the High Hand bonus has on the 
odds. 

The second method is a some- 
what less sporting proposition. It 
is known as playing The Rise. 
This provides for a graduated 
scale of payments rising with each 
10 points bid over 350. Thus, if 
the game is played on the basis 
of 25 chips for a 350 bid, and 50 
chips for a 400 bid, 360 is paid 
30, 370, 35, etc. When there is 
kitty in the game, no difference 
in payments is recognized be- 
rte the usual points of 350, 

450, etc. 

gh games in which there is 
a kitty provide for a payment 
from it on hands of 350 or over. 


‘In these games the kitty is usually 


paid (but does not pay) exactly 
as though it were an additional 
‘player on hands below the 350 
level, thus providing an income 
which usually matches or sur- 
passes the outgo. A variant of 
this (which will not be favored 
by the conservative 350 players), 
is the system of taking or match- 
ing the kitty on names bid to 400 
or more. 

In this game the kitty is paid 
only when the first bidder’s mini- 
mum bid has not been overcalled 
and the first bidder does not wish 
to look at the cards in the blind. 
He places one chip in the kitty 
and the deal passes. 

The kitty is usually guaranteed 
for one or two chips per player 
and the amount which the suc- 
cessful 400 bidder” may ‘remove 
from the kitty is usually limited 
to four times what the. player 
would receive from each of his 
—_— for a successful 400-

To assist farms, China now has 
40 machinery and tractor stations 
modeled an those of the U.S.S.R. 
The bulletin said that in 1951 the 
Chinese intend to increase the 
crop yield to 130,000,000 long tons 
of grains and 950,000 long tons of 
cotton. 

Still in a Bad Way. 

These®* figures, “even taken at 
face value, indicate China still is 
in a bad: way. So far as food sup- 
ply is concerned, the production 
would still be far below the coun- 
try’s needs. China’s production 
now is well under the pre-Japa- 
nese war level, and China always 
has been an importer of food. 

Collectivization of farms in Chi- 
na, as it did in the Soviet Union, 
would have a number of major 
aims: tightening political control 
over the farmers, releasing peas- 
ant manpower for work in indus- 
try, stepping up farm production 
through mechanization and ati- 
vancing the drive toward Stalinist 
socialism. | 

Under the agrarian reform pro- 
gram signéd last June by the Chi- 
nese Communist leader, Mao Tse- 
tung, the peasants were supposed 
to be able to retain their lands, 
equipment and the like, and even 
to hire farmers to work for them. 
This was a concession to private 
enterprise because of China’s enor- 
mous need for farm production. 
Moreover, it was a matter of cau- 
tion. The Communists found that 
when they first tried stripping the 
peasants of their land in Man- 
churia, production dropped sharp- 
ly. Likewise, there were recurring 
reports of farmers’ revolts else- 
where in China, 

How Collectivization Works. 

In effect, collectivization turns 
the farmers into agrarian prole- 
tarians — workers in a sort of 
farm factory. Besides organizing 
the farms for mass production, 
this also extends the control of 
the government over the peasants, 
who in China, as elsewhere, rep- 
resent the most independent ele- 
ment. 

A collective farm is fully con- 
trolled by the Communist party. 
It is run by a sort of board 
supervised by party officials. All 
equipment, stock and land belong 
to the state. Farmers are not 
permitted to leave these farms 
without specific permission. They 
are paid on a piece-work basis 
in accordance with averages for 
individual production which are 
fixed by the state. 

The center of the collective 
farm is the machinery and trac- 
tor station, which allots machin- 
ery for mechanization of agri- 
culture. A station, serving a large 
district as a machinery pool, also 
serves as the rural propaganda 
and agitation center for the Com- 
munist party. 

The statement that there are 
only 40 machinery and tractor 
stations in China now would in- 
dicate that the collective farm 
drive has just begun. Even the 
smaller republics of the Soviet 
Union have double that many 
stations.

Brands may be either highly 
intricate or simple. 

Regardless of whether today’s 
cattleman has a plain or fancy 
bent, any kind of brand is becom- 
ing more and more difficult to 
design. 

Although registration of brands 
is not compulsory, the Southwest- 
ern Cattle Raisers Association en- 
courages its) members to record 
them and thus eliminate duplica- 


ns. 
A registered brand may often 
settle the legal ownership of cat- 
tle, as Texas casebooks will show, 
and for loans on cattle, nearly all 


quire animals to be branded’ and 
the mark drawn on chattel mort- 
gage. 

Today, a brand represents a 
lifetime method of identifying 
stolen or strayed cattle by check- 


df | ing through a county clerk's files. 


So the brand is important. 

There are, for instance, 1200 
brands recorded in the Bexar 
county clerk’s office at San An- 
tonio sinte 1943. Prior to 1943, 
Mrs. W: E. Sarran, deputy county 
clerk, says brands were registered 
on a yearly basis. | 
That method proved unwork- 
able, since the owner who was 
late in annually registering his 
mark was apt to find someone 
else had taken it, forcing him to 
select a new one and rebrand his 
entire stock. 

Mrs. Sarran said the registrants 
usually ask for their initials in 
simple or complex form. How- 
ever, she said, her office tries to 
discourage .owners from getting 
too many corners on the brand 
because of the difficulty in ob- 
taining a clear design.

It avould protect them from price 
wars, But the industry’s top rep- 
resentatives deny any such deal. 


Boom — Two promi- 
nent House Democrats, one a 
northerner and the other a south- 
erner, may soon launch a 1952 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion boom for Sam Rayburn, 
speaker of the House. 

Some of Rayburn’s friends are 
suggesting that he .is one man 
who could hold together the split 
Democratic ranks in 1952, and 
they must hold togetlier, many 
Democrats believe, if they are to 
beat the Republican bid for the 
White House. 

Rayburn might be acceptable to 
the states righters who bolted 
the party in 1948, since he is 
a southerner himself and doesn’t 
always see eye-to-eye with Tru- 
man policies. As the Administra- 
tion’s top leader on Capitol Hill, 
he undoubtedly would have strong 
backing among influential north- 
ern Democrats.

On Their Feet—It is almost 
certain that Sweden will be the 
third Western European country 
to be dropped from the Marshall 
plan. The Swedes now are well 
enough off to get along without 
financial help from the United 
States, Economic Co-operation 
Administration officials believe, 
Britain and Ireland were the first 
countries to be taken off the 
ECA fund list when they got on 
their feet financially. Sweden 
hasn’t been allotted any ECA 
money since October. 


Vanishing Steel—The steel 
shortage is going to get worse 
before it gets better. Manuface 
turers of consumer goods probe 
ably will find their steel supply 
30 per cent below normal in the 
last half of this year and the first 
half of 1952. At present their 
steel supply is 20 per cent below 
normal. 

The reason is that military pro- 
duction is eating up more and 
more steel, will soon be taking 
more than half the nation’s oute 
put. But the supply situation wil} 
be eased by mid-1952, when new 
steel production facilities, now 
a-building, will be completed. 

Consumers won't be much {ine 
convenienced. Manufacturers of 
most of the goods they use have 
large stores of steel.

British Auto 


Henry Ford Il, president of 
Ford Moter Company, reports the 
introduction to the United States 
automobile market of a new, Brit- 
ish-built, small car of completely 
modern design. 

The Consul, he said, wifl be 
sold in the United States by Ford 


——| Motor Company, Dearborn, Mich. 


At the outset, 100 Ford and Lin- 


‘coln-Mercury dealers will retail 


the car. 


The Consul, which incorpor- 
porates features never before in- 
cluded in the European or United 
States “small car” category, has 
operating economy features 
comparable to other British-built 
Fords which deliver up to 37 
miles per gallon. It has a top 
speed of 70 miles per hour. 


The Consul has a wheel-base 
of 100 inches, with approximate 
Over-all length of 162 inches,. 
over-all width of 64 inches, and 
over-all height of 61 inches. It 
will be manufactured in one 
model only—a _  five-passenger, 
four-door sedan that will be avail- 
able in a-full range of colors. 


Limited Number Ordered. 


The selected group of Ford and 
Lincoln-Mercury dealers selling 
the Consul will continue to sell 
Anglias and Prefects. These deal- 
ers will maintain local stocks of 
spare parts and will draw on the 
company’s central parts depot in 
Dearborn, Méch., to keep their 
own stocks at adequate levels. 


Ford said limited quantities of 
the cars had been ordered and 
will arrive from England within 
the next few months, but that 
materials shortages in England 
make it impossible to forecast 
the size of additional shipments. 


The néw car, which went into 
production in quantity early in 
January, was secretly. road tested 
in many parts of the world both 
— and after the unveiling of 

a prototype at the London auto- 
mobile show last October. Some 
of the most difficult road tests 
were conducted in the hot, sandy 
areas of Egypt and the Sedan 
and in the ice and snow of win- 
tertime Sweden and Switzerland. 

The Consul is powered by a 
four-cylinder engine of 92 cubic 
inches cylinder displacement. Its- 
brake horsepower is 47 at 4400 
r.p.m. The engine has a torque 
rating of 74 foot-pounds at 2400 
cae ane its compression ratio 


Hydraulic Clutch Aid. 


Other engine features include: 
push - rod - operated overhead 
valves with side camshaft, thermo- 
statically controlled water pump, 
full-flow oil filter, and down- 
draft carburetion. 


The engine has a bore of 34%” 
and a stroke of 9’. There is a 
synchromesh transmission of 
three speeds forward, with steer- 
ing post-shift lever, and a Hotch- 
kiss drive with a rear exle ratio 
of 4.625:1. Speed ratios of the 
transmission are: first, 2.84:1, sec- 
ond, 1.642:1; high, 1:1. Reverse 


ratio is 3.86:1. 


Tomatoes Grow 
Abundantly by 
Varied Systems < 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 


The tomato, always a mainstay 
of the home garden, seems to 


vegetables.. Plants grow and 
thrive under an amazing variety 
of conditions, as is shown by the 
experiences of gardeners in this 
area. 


Thomas J. Rucker Sr., who 
takes pride in his patch in the 
“community garden” on Lindell 
boulevard, sets his plants close to- 
gether and trains them to stakes. 
Last year he spaced them about 
20 inches apart, with four-foot 
intervals between rows. 

At planting time Rucker made 
holes about one foot wide and 
10 or 12 inches deep. He filled 
the holes with compost, added 
superphosphate, and then chopped 
in part of the dirt. He threw 
extra soil between the rows, and 
set the plants two or three inches 
below the level of the. ground. 
It is easier to irrigate tomatoes 
when they are grown in a shallow 
trench, he says. The water runs 
right down the row, and very lit- 
tle is wasted. 

Seeded In the Patch. 

Rucker’s tomatoes were not 
mulched, but he cultivated the 
patch with a wheel hoe. Since 
his compost was~ layered with 
chicken manure, he did not use 
other fertilizers. 

Another “community” garden- 

er, J. S. Nants, seeded his crop 
like cucumbers, right in the 
patch, instead of setting out to- 
mato plants. He sowed the seed 
on April 20, planting about six 
in each compost-enriched hill. 

Nants made pits about three 
feet apart each way, and put 
about two and one-half gallons 
of compost into each. one. He 
mixed some top soil with the com- 
post, raising the hills a little 
above ground level. 

One seed was planted in the 
center of the hill, and the others 
were spaced around it about six 
inches apart. When the infant to- 
matoes were a few inches. high, 
Nants thinned them down to two 
seedlings to the hill. About two 
weeks later he culled. out the 
weaker ones, leaving a_ single 
sturdy survivor in each hill. 

When his tomatoes were 12 or 
15 inches high, he mulched ‘the 
entire patch with a deep layer of 
full-length wheat straw. He did 
not stake the plants, but the straw 
mulch protected the fruits from 
dirt and rot. 

Plants Catch Up. 

Nants’s tomato patch was not 
cultivated, and aside from the 
compost, no fertilizer was used. 
These seedlings grew so vigorous- 
ly, however, that they soon caught 
up with large transplants that 
had been set out at approximately 
the same time. He harvested his 
first tomatoes on July 6, and 
plants continued in heavy pro- 
duction for a record four and 
one-half months. 

Although vegetable gardens are 
usually limed, potatoes and toma- 
toes prefer slightly acid soil. F.

A CONGRESSMAN SAYS... 


‘Let’s 


| Televise 


Congress’

LEADING NEWSPAPER told its readers the 
other day that I was in favor of remov- 
ing Congress from the closet and plac- 
ing it in a goldfish bowl. 

That’s an excellent summary of my bill 
(House Resolution 62) which proposed the tele- 
vising of debates in the House of Representa- 
tives. Radio broadcasts would be authorized, too. 

I got the idea from the enormously successful 


televising of United Nations debates. The face- 


to-face arguments between the western leaders 
and the Soviets have been the greatest lesson in 
foreign affairs our people have ever had. 

To clinch any question of doubt about the 
impact of television, along came the hearings 
of the Senate Crime Investigating Com- 
mittee under Senators Kefauver, Tobey 
and their colleagues. For the first time 
in history, such hearings were brought 


There are about 10,000,000 television 
sets in the US. today and new ones are 
being installed at a rate of 750,000 a 
month. With this potential audience 
there seems to be no good reason why 
we should not televise Congress. Not the 
day-to-day proceedings, which are often dull, 
but the big battles over important national 
issues. | 

There is a lot of opposition to my bill in Con- 
gress, however. Arguments that have been made 
against it are: (1) it might develop a snooping 
camera; (2) it might emphasize absence of 
members from the floor when they are else- 
where doing necessary work on committees; (3) 
it might cause debate to deteriorate into “ham 
acting” and demagoguery, with senior members 
“hogging the floor.” |

But when I introduced my resolution last 
January 12th, I said I was seeking the maximum 
amount of public information—not a snooping 
camera to catch members off guard. Under 
House Rule 35, televising and broadcasting of 
House debates would be at the discretion, and 
under the control, of the Speaker. 


Legislators Would Be on their Toes 


Ss For “ham acting,” Senator Tobey feels with 
me that TV would, on the contrary, cause 
members to choose their words and concentrate 


. their efforts with even greater care — knowing 
that they were being televised. 


My own opinion is that debate will be- 
come more concise and clear—so that it 
will be understandable to the vast audi- 
ence. ; 

@ And as for absences, I think citizens 
would pretty soon be able to judge gen- 
eral performance. They would learn for 
the first time the vast amount of work 
Congressmen have to do both on and off 
the floor. They would discover, too, that 
it is whether, and how, Congressmen 
vote that really counts. | 

@ Perhaps one of the strongest arguments 
made against my bill is that under Congres- 
sional immunity, unfair charges made against 
groups or individuals get immediate and enor- 
mous circulation. However, it seems to me that 
it might work the other way around to protect 
the rights and reputations of citizens. 

@ Members who take advantage of their Con- 
gressional immunity from libel would be judged 
on the spot for their unfairness. Senator Wiley 
(R., Wis.) suggests a code of fair play to protect 


#, 
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persons mentioned unfairly on TV or radio. 

@ Suggestions already advanced in Congress for 
self-discipline—perhaps even opening the courts 
to aggrieved individuals by permitting damage 
suits—will get greater consideration. 

@ Public knowledge of the details of Congres- 
sional business, and of the personalities in- 
volved, can be a great force toward raising the 
level of competence among Congressmen and 
the decisions they make. 

The overwhelming argument in favor of tele- 
vising Congress is this: people will take a far 
greater interest in their government—and have 
a far greater understanding of public issues. 

Did you know that the total number of eligi- 
ble citizens who vote today in Congressional 
elections (between presidential years) is only 
about 40% of the voting population?

ANY PARENTS have been asking me lately: 
Is my child going to have serious emo- 
tional troubles now that we’re in a period 

of emergency? 

Parents want to know if Junior will get into 
emotional hot water because Dad goes into the 
Army or mother takes a johin a factory. 

I think we can safely say this: The emergency 
will not create serious emotional strains in 
youngsters unless they are already unhappy, or 
have a feeling of insecurity—a feeling of not 
being wanted. Children can take a great deal of 
change in stride if from their first squall they 
have the love and respect of their parents and if 
their parents love and respect each other. And 
that doesn’t mean that the child should be cod- 
died and pampered. 


Here's Parents’ Basic Job 


HE PARENTS’ job is establishing a happy home 

right at the beginning. If they do this, the 
child will have the equipment to weather just 
about any kind of social stress or strain. 

But you might say, “Our child is happy.” 

The fact remains that Dad may be going into 
the service and mother may be taking a job. 
Junior is going through “atom bomb” drills in 
school and he hears a lot of loose talk about 
world affairs. What’s going to happen to him? 

Of course, there are important considerations 
in this kind of a situation. First, if Dad goes into 
the Army, or has to be away from home for any 
reason, a child tends to react to that in terms of

how his mother takes it. 

@ If mother is all broken up about it, and 
shows her emotions, of course the child 
will become troubled, tense and full of 
anxiety. If the mother takes it in stride 
and explains why Dad will be away for a 
while, the child will take it pretty well. 
@ Dad has responsibilities, too. In writ- 
ing home, he should address part of the 
letter to his child. He should talk about 
things that will entertain and interest 
the child. If Dad is in the Army, mother 
should refer to him often. She should 
tell the child that “Daddy would be 
happy if you did it this way.” The child 
should be made to feel that Dad is ac- 
tually not far away — that his influence 


and the respect he commands are very 
real, despite his absence. 

If mother takes a job, she must be cer- 
tain that the child is left during the day- 
time out-of-school hours in competent 
hands—possibly with a favorite aunt. The 
mother, despite her job, must spend as 
much time as possible with the child— 
explaining to him just why she has to 
work, and planning interesting things 
they can do together whenever she can 
find time. 


There Are No Pat Rules 


THINK parents should remember that 

there is no magic formula for rearing 
youngsters. Parents will make mistakes 
occasionally, but I can think of few situa- 
tions in which one mistake would prove 
disastrous to the child. 

Here are a couple of ideas that might 

help parents. : 
® Parents may disagree on matters con 
cerning the youngster. But they will keep 
his respect if they disagree intelligently. 
without a show of emotions that might 
frighten or confuse him. 
e And, they should never be too busy to 
play with their children or give them 
counsel. Parents actually have two jobs— 
and their vital job in the home must not 
suffer because of the demands of the job 
in the office.

It studied small business and adver- 
tising, and it got to work helping to solve prob- 
lems of daily life every American shares. 


It got ready for big things, too. When the 
Korean crisis came, Commerce had ready a 
master blueprint for war production. Result: 
the National Production Authority, first civilian 
mobilization outfit to get started. 

Earlier, Secretary Sawyer himself had per- 
formed a personal service unique in cabinet his- 
tory: almost alone, by virtue of a months-long 
barnstorming trip throughout the country, he 
enlisted cooperation of industry, labor and 
merchants, stopped a business recession in 1949. 

The slender, sprightly man who achieved all 
this is a self-made businessman (newspapers, 
radio stations, Cincinnati Reds). He works 
seven days a week, keeps his staff on the jump 
24 hours a day, and prides himself on being four 
steps ahead of them. 

“He’s a fighter,” said one aide recently, “and 
he won't let any problem lick him.” *
